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g. A grant in the amount of $15,000.00 from 
the Society for the Investigation of Human Ecology 
for foreign travel in connection with the 1960 In- 
ternational Congress of Psychology at Bonn. 

h. A grant from the National Science Foun- 
dation of $19,780.00 to support a program of for- 
eign lecturers in psychology. 

i, A grant from the National Science Foun- 
dation of $4,600.00 to support the preparation of a 
brochure on A Career in Psychology. 

2. Approval of the award of the following 
grants, loans, and payments: 

a. A grant in the amount of $750.00 to the 
Maryland Psychological Association, on the recom- 
mendation of the Committee on Legislation, the 
Board of Professional Affairs, and the Executive 
Secretary. 

b. A loan in the amount of $1,200.00 to the 
Ohio Psychological Association, upon the recom- 
mendation of the Committee on Legislation and the 
Board of Professional Affairs. 

c. Payment of $2,618.26 to the American 
Board of Examiners in Professional Psychology, in 
accordance with: policy established at the 1959 
Annual Meeting. 

B. Board reported that, on the recommendation 
of the Treasurer, it voted to approve an addition 
to the 1960 expense budget of $57,200.00 to 
cover the cost of publishing the 1960 APA 
Directory, all of this cost being charged against 
the Directory Reserve Fund. 

C. Council voted that the report from the Fi- 
nance Committee be received with thanks and that:

REPORT OF THE TREASURER

HE report of the Treasurer at the Annual 
Meeting is always concerned with three 
years’ Association operation: the year passed 

for which all accounts have been examined and 
audited; the current year; and the next year, the 
Budget for which the Council of Representatives 
adopted in Chicago on September 2, 1960.
